Motorists  who  fail  to  give  the 
pedestrian  the  right  of  way  are  subject 
to  a  $15  fine,  while  jaywalking  fines 
are  $2,  Kelshaw  said. 

“What  I’m  asking  for  is  everyone  to 
be  courteous,  slow  down  and  respect 
one  another’s  rights,”  Kelshaw  said. 

As  part  of  Security’s  overall  traffic 
enforcement  programs,  some 
crosswalks  have  been  eliminated  and 
the  traffic  signal  for  pedestrians  east  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center  has  been  changed. 

The  signal  used  to  stop  traffic  on  a 
regularly  timed  schedule,  he  said,  but 
has  since  been  put  on  a  flashing  signal 
basis. 

The  light  flashes  a  red  signal  to  the 
pedestrian  and  a  yellow  light  to  the 
motorist.  This  gives  the  motorist  the 
right  of  way  over  the  pedestrian,  even 
though  the  crossing  is  marked,  Chief 
Kelshaw  explained. 

If,  however,  a  pedestrian  is  in  the 
lane  of  traffic,  cars  must  yield  right  of 
way,  Chief  Kelshaw  said. 

One  of  the  main  problems  with 
crosswalks,  according  to  Kelshaw,  is 
that  too  often  pedestrians  dart  out  in 
front  of  oncoming  traffic. 

Since  Sept.  1,  250  vehicles  have  been 
given  two  or  more  warnings  and  are 
subject  to  towing  or  impoundment  if 
found  parked  on  BYU  property,  said 
Kelshaw. 


Cars  illegally  parked  on  BYU  lots 
deprive  those  students  who  obey  the 
regulations  a  space  and  is  inconvenient 
for  Security  officers,  said  Kelshaw. 

D  parking  stickers,  lowered  to  $2  this 
semester,  have  sold  briskly.  Kelshaw 
noted  that  4,000  D  stickers  were  sold 
for  the  1975-76  school  year  compared 
to  only  1,500  during  the  1974-75 
school  year. 

B  stickers,  which  now  cost  $20,  have 
sold  slowly.  There  are  still  1,000  B 
stickers  available  and  these  will  be  sold 
to  students  regardless  of  class  standing, 
Kelshaw  commented. 

Kelshaw  also  noted  that  any  car 
parked  on  campus  is  subject  to 
inspection  for  the  purpose  of 
identifying  the  owner.  This  includes 
the  possiblity  of  the  car  being  entered, 
Kelshaw  said. 

Guest  passes  are  available  at  control 
booths  north  of  the  Health  Center  and 
near  the  Alumni  House  and  the 
information  booth  at  1230  North, 
southwest  of  Helaman  Halls  free  of 
charge,  said  Kelshaw.  He  stressed  that 
students  must  have  a  good  reason 
before  they  can  get  a  guest  pass  to 
bring  a  car  on  campus.

Aspirants  ready 
TV  debate  plans

As  the  countdown  Clock  ran  toward 
Debate  Day,  Jimmy  Carter  detailed  one 
of  his  government  organization 
proposals  Tuesday  and  President  Ford’s 
spokesmen  said  they  were  puzzled  by 
subpoenas  issued  for  records  of  his 
home-county  Republican  party. 

Both  presidential  candidates  — 
Carter  in  Plains,  Ga.  and  Ford  in  the 
White  House  —  were  preparing  for  the 
first  of  their  face-to-face  debates,  to  be 
televised  by  all  networks  beginning  at 
7:30  p.m.  local  time  Thursday  from 
Philadelphia. 

What  would  have  been  a  day  of 
relative  political  inactivity  suddenly 
was  transformed  by  disclosure  that  the 
records  of  the  Kent  County  Republican 
party,  dating  back  to  1964  when  Ford 
still  was  in  Congress,  were  subpoenaed 
by  Special  Watergate  Prosecutor 
Charles  Ruff. 

Ruff  wouldn’t  say  why;  presidential 
Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said  he 
didn’t  know,  and  Kent  County  GOP 
chairman  Paul  Henry  said:  “We  have  no 
idea  what  they  are  looking  for  but  we 
hope  to  get  it  over  quickly  and  get  a 
clean  bill  of  health.” 

In  response  to  questions,  Nessen  also 
said  that  Ford  accepted  free  golf 
outings  from  a  U.S.  Steel  Corp. 
lobbyist  at  a  New  Jersey  country  club 
between  1964  and  1971  when  Ford 
was  a  congressman. 

“If  the  President  thought  there  was 
anything  wrong,  he  wouldn’t  have  done 
it,”  Nessen  said. 

At  home  in  Plains,  Ga.,  Carter 
proposed  abolishing  four  federal 
agencies  dealing  with  energy  policy  and 
substituting  a  Cabinet-level  energy 
department  instead. 

Carter  has  said  that  if  he  is  elected  he 
will  reorganize  government  the  way  he 
did  in  Georgia  when  he  was  governor. 
His  proposal  Tuesday  was  his  first 
detailed  rundown  of  how  one  division 
would  be  streamlined. 

Carter  said  he  would  abolish  the 
Federal  Energy  Administration,  and 
the  Federal  Power  Commission,  the 


Energy  Research  and  Development 
Administration  and  the  Energy 
Resources  Council. 

At  the  same  time,  Carter  said  he 
would  eliminate  energy-related 
functions  of  the  departments  of 
Commerce  and  Treasury,  as  well  as  the 
Securities,  and  Exchange  Commission, 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
and  the  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission. 

Meanwhile,  there  were  these 
developments: 

—  Democratic  vice  presidential 
candidate  Walter  Mondale  took  up  the 


Rep.  Gunn  McKay,  D-Utah,  seems  to 
be  the  only  Democrat  with  a  strong 
chance  for  election,  according  to  recent 
polls. 

In  a  copyrighted  poll  published  in 
the  Deseret  News,  McKay  was  found  to 
be  leading  Republican  Joe  Ferguson  by 
more  than  30  percentage  points. 

Of  the  299  voters  questioned  within 
the  1st  Congressional  District,  59.2  per 
cent  said  they  favored  McKay, 
compared  with  27.4  per  cent  who  said 
they  favored  Ferguson.  American  party 
candidate  Harry  Gerlach  received  3.3 
per  cent  and  10  per  cent  said  they  were 
undecided. 

In  other  state  polls,  Democrats  are 
not  faring  as  well.  Incumbent  Sen. 
Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah,  trails 
newcomer  Republican  Orrin  Hatch  in 
the  race  for  the  U.S.  Senate  seat, 
according  to  a  Deseret  News  public 
opinion  poll. 

Totals  showed  Hatch  with  48.5  per 
cent  of  the  610  persons  sampled  in  the 
poll.  Moss  received  support  from  39.5 
per  cent.  American  party  candidate 
George  Batchelor  and  Steve  Trotter  of 
the  Libertarian  party  each  received  1.3 
per  cent.  Undecided  voters  totaled  8.9

Auditor  Republican  David  Monson  is 
favored  by  56.2  per  cent  of  those 
polled  in  a  recent  copyrighted  poll 
published  in  the  Deseret  News.  His 
opponent,  Democrat  David  Duncan, 
was  favored  by  22.6  per  cent  of  those 
polled,  the  survey  said. 

In  a  three-way  race  for  the  2nd 
Congressional  seat,  Republican 
candidate  Dan  Marriott  leads 
Democratic  candidates  Rep.  Allan 
Howe,  D-Utah,  and  Daryl  McCarty. 

Howe,  twice  convicted  of  sex 
solicitation  charges,  has  refused  to  step 
down  from  his  re-election  bid.  Party 
leaders  have  repeatedly  urged  Howe  to 
withdraw  saying  he  could  not  be 
elected  because  of  his  convictions. 

McCarty  received  the  Democratic 
party’s  endorsement  as  a  write-in 
candidate. 

Pollsters  said  Marriott’s  well-known 
name  could  have  influenced  polling 
results.

Mrs.  Rhodes  Boyson  spoke  Tuesday 
on  women’s  supportive  role  in  politics.

It  is  a  fallacious  idea  that  women  do 
not  have  influence  in  politics,  she  said. 
Many  women  have  helped  then- 
husbands  in  poltics,  she  added.

Rhodesia,  a  land  of  270,000  whites 
and  some  6  million  blacks,  was  a 
British  colony  until  the  Smith  regime 
unilaterally  declared  its  independence 
in  1965.  Britain  has  refused  to  make  a 
political  settlement  agreeing  to  the 
independence  until  provision  is  made 
for  majority  rule.  The  British  are  also 
demanding  that  Smith  renounce  the 
unilateral  independence  declaration 
and  agree  not  to  filibuster  during  the 
negotiations  between  Rhodesia’s  white 
and  black  nationalist  parties. 

Calls  off  war 

Nyerere  said  the  British-American 
plans  envisages  the  formation  of  a 
transitional  government  for  Rhodesia 
that  “calls  off  the  war,”  apparently 
meaning  black  guerrillas  will  stop 
fighting  in  Rhodesia. 

This  was  one  of  the  pledges  that 
Smith  reportedly  had  asked  Kissinger 
to  seek  from  black  African  leaders.  A 
second  is  that  the  security  and  interests 
of  the  Rhodesian  whites  be  safeguarded 
under  black  rule. 

The  Tanzanian  said  he  also 
anticipates  a  black  Rhodesian 
nationalist  demand  for  the  release  of  all 
political  prisoners  if  and  when  a 
constitutional  parley  is  convened. 

U.S.  officials,  who  had  expected  the

A  proposal  to  change  the  Utah 
County  system  of  government  from  a 
county  commission  to  a  county  council 
will  be  on  the  Nov.  2  ballot. 

The  proposal,  which  is  based  on  an 
18-month  study,  is  to  eliminate  the 
office  of  County  Commissioner.  It  will 
create  a  county  council  and  a  county 
executive  to  handle  the  job,  according 
to  Dr.  Martin  B.  Hickman,  chairman  of 
the  Utah  County  Government  Study 
Commission  and  dean  of  the  College  of 
Social  Science  at  BYU. 

Dr.  Hickman  said  the  proposal  would 
make  Utah  County’s  government  more 
like  the  federal  government. 

“The  commission  form  of 
government  does  not  meet  what  we 
think  is  a  basic  form  of  government  in 
the  American  system,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Hickman  said  in  the  county 
commission  type  of  government,  the 
commissioners  are  both  the  legislative 
and  executive  branch  of  government. 

In  the  county  council  type  of 
government,  the  council  becomes  a 


legislative  body  much  like  the 
Congress,  and  the  county  executive 
functions  much  like  the  president  of 
the  United  States.  Hickman  said  This 
allows  for  separation  of  powers. 

A  65-page  report  detailing  the 
proposal  of  the  commission  has  been 
prepared  and  can  be  purchased  for  $2 
at  county  offices. 

The  County  Council  would  consist  of 
seven  members,  three  elected  at  large 
and  four  elected  by  districts,  according 
to  the  commission’s  report. 

The  County  Executive,  assesor, 
Attorney  and  County  Clerk  would  be 
elected  officials. 

County  government  would  consist  of 
Community  Development,  Finance, 
Human  Resources  and  Protective 
Services  departments,  encompassing  all 
present  county  offices. 

It  would  also  allow  for  several 
overseeing  boards  and  committees  that 
would  be  a  part  of  the  county  council.

The  dangers  of  governmental  power  and  its  threat 
to  liberty  were  discussed  at  Tuesday’s  forum 
assembly. 

Dr.  Rhodes  Boyson,  a  distinguished  British 
educator  and  member  of  Parliament,  used  examples 
from  the  British  scene  to  represent  this  loss  of 
personal  liberty. 

The  “well-meaning”  liberals  were  named  by  Dr.  „ 

Boyson  as  a  dangerous  group  of  politicians,  “because  payers,  he  said. 


are  emigrating  to  America  and  other  English  speaking 
countries. 

The  “well-meaners”  also  passed  an  act  to  limit  rent 
charges,  said  Dr.  Boyson.  They  wanted  rented  rooms 
to  be  cheap  and  plentiful.  He  said  the  act  had  the 
opposite  effect  of  what  was  intended.  Private  housing 
is  now  very  difficult  to  find  and  extremely  high  in 
price. 

Dr.  Boyson  said  people  are  living  in  public  housing 
because  it  is  60  per  cent  subsidized  by  the 
government.  This  fact  puts  a  heavy  burden  upon  tax 


their  danger  is  not  obvious.”  They  mean  well  in  the 
legislation  they  pass  he  said,  and  yet  in  the  end  this 
legislation  results  in  limiting  freedom.

He  said  that  as  a  result  of  this  welfare  state,  about 
64  per  cent  of  the  gross  national  product  (GNP)  goes 
to  the  government  now,  whereas_  in  1943  when 
Britain  was  in  the  middle  of  a  war,  only  49  per  cent 
of  the  GNP  went  to  the  government.

Ford  raises  sugar  tariff 
to  protect  U.S.  interests

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President  Ford, 
taking  note  of  falling  sugar  prices,  sought  to 
protect  domestic  sugar  producers  by  raising 
the  tariff  on  imported  sugar  from  62%  cents 
per  hundred  pounds  to  $1.87%  Tuesday. 

“Increased  customs  duties  will  offer 
domestic  producers  some  protection  from 
imports,”  Ford  said. 

He  added  that  the  levy  on  foreign  suger  “is 
an  interim  measure”  that  he  will  review 
following  an  expedited  examination  of  the 
entire  sugar  situation  by  the  U.S. 
International  Trade  Commission. 

“Since  July,”  Ford  noted,  “the  price  of 
raw  sugar  has  steadily  declined  and  is  now 
bellow  the  cost  of  production  for  most  U.S. 


sugar  producers.  At  current  price  levels 
many  U.S.  sugarbeet  and  sugarcane 
producers  are  unable  to  operate  profitably.” 

Sugar  prices  fell  to  about  $21  a  ton  in 
August  from  $45  a  ton  a  year  ago.  Much  of 
the  slide  occurred  in  August. 

On  Sept.  10,  nearly  a  dozen  Republican 
members  of  the  Senate  wrote  Ford  to  urge  a 
tripling  of  import  tariff,  a  reduction  in 
quotas  on  sugar  imports  and  the  removal  of 
sugar  from  a  list  of  commodities  that  can  be 
imported  duty-free  from  developing  nations. 

The  President  acted  only  on  the  tariff 
increase,  leaving  the  other  items  to  be 
decided  following  the  trade  commission 
study. 


Tripoli,  Beirut  shelled 

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  -  Christians  and  Moslems  fought 
tank  battles  in  the  southern  suburbs  of  Beirut  and  in  the 
nearby  mountains  Tuesday,  and  Christian  and  Syrian  forces 
were  reported  bombarding  the  northern  Moslem  port  of 
Tripoli  and  adjoining  Palestinian  refugee  camps. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Palestinian-leftist  Moslem  alliance 
said  armored  combat  spread  at  daybreak  into  the 
low-income  Christian  and  Moslem  suburbs  of  Ein 
Rummaneh  and  Chiya. 

“Savage  street  battles  are  continuing  there,  touching  off 
mutual  random  shelling  by  rockets  and  mortars,”  the 
spokesman  said. 

Both  sides  reported  that  the  besieged  city  of  Tripoli,  60 
miles  north  of  Beirut,  was  being  heavily  shelled  by  Christian 
artillery  and  by  Syrian  tanks  and  rocket  launchers. 

Hosptial  sources  estimated  that  about  90  persons  were 
killed  and  130  wounded  during  the  night  in  Beirut  and  in 
the  mountains.  This  brought  the  estimated  total  death  toll 
in  the  war  close  to  36,000.  There  was  no  word  of  casualties 
in  Tripoli.

Ex-Chilean  envoy  killed  in  blast 

WASHINGTON  -  A  former  Chilean  ambassador  to  the 
United  States  and  a  woman  colleague  were  killed 
Wednesday  when  a  bomb  ripped  through  their  car  as  they 
drove  past  the  embassy  he  once  occupied,  hospital  officials 
said. 

Killed  by  the  blast  were  Orlando  Letelier,  44,  ambassador 
from  Chile  during  the  regime  of  the  late  Marxist  President 
Salvador  Allende,  and  Ronnie  Karpen  Moffitt,  25,  who 
worked  with  Letelier  at  a  research  institute.  Mrs.  Moffitt’s 
husband,  Michael,  was  seriously  injured. 

Inflation  steady,  but  not  yet  curbed 

WASHINGTON  -  Inflation  held  at  a  steady  pace  during 
August,  as  lower  meat  prices  took  some  of  the  sting  out  of 
spurts  in  the  cost  of  gasoline,  clothing  and  medical  care,  the 
government  reported  Tuesday. 

The  Labor  Department  said  consumer  prices  rose  by 
five-tenths  of  1  per  cent  last  month.  That  matched  the 
increases  in  June  and  July  and  kept  inflation  at  the  6.2  per 
cent  annual  rate  it  has  averaged  for  the  past  five  months. 

The  August  increase  was  somewhat  higher  than 
government  economists  expected  and  showed  that  the 
inflation  rate,  while  lower  than  the  8.6  per  cent  rate  a  year

The  purpose  of  the  ASBYU  Ombudsman’s  Office  is  arbitrator  between  the  students  and  those  with 


to  “get  students  to  help  themselves,”  according  to  whom  they  are  dealing,  he  said. 


Ombudsman  Kenneth  C.  Plant. 

“We’re  here  to  help  people  solve  their  problems, 


“We  try  to  find  out  both  sides  of  the  story,”  Plant 
said. 

The  Ombudsman’s  Office,  in  1 1 5  ELWC,  handles 
about  3,000  student  problems  a  year,  he  said.  It  is 
open  from  9  a.m.  to  4  or  5  p.m.  Students  may  leave  a 
message  anytime  at  ext.  4132  or  4133. 

The  Ombudsman’s  Office  is  divided  into  three 
sections.  The  first  is  university  services,  directed  by 
Steven  Nielsen.  It  handles  problems  with  grade 
changes,  scheduling,  facilities  and  services  like  food 
services  and  security,  Plant  said. 

The  second  section  is  legal  services,  directed  by 
David  Bang.  An  attorney,  paid  from  the  student  body 
fund,  is  kept  on  retainer  for  students.  For  simple 
questions,  a  student  may  obtain  free  legal  counsel. 

More  difficult  problems  may  be  discussed  in  a 
half-hour  consultation  in  an  attorney’s  office.  The 


student  pays  $5  for  this  and  the  Ombudsman’s  Office 
pays  $5.  According  to  Plant,  a  half-hour  consultation 
usually  costs  $25. 

To  determine  if  an  attorney  is  really  needed, 
interviews  with  a  representative  of  the  Ombudsman’s 
Office  are  required,  Plant  said. 

“We  don’t  try  to  act  as  legal  counsel.  We  don’t  feel 
we  are  trained  to  do  so,”  he  said. 

The  third  section  of  the  office  is  consumer  services, 
directed  by  Lee  Passey.  This  section  arbitrates 
problems  between  students  and  local  merchants.  It 
acts  as  a  form  of  Better  Business  Bureau,  since  Provo 
does  not  have  a  Better  Business  Bureau  of  its  own, 
Plant  explained. 

The  consumer  section  can  provide  information  on 
such  things  as  purchasing,  warranties,  credit,  types  of 
consumer  products  and  what  to  look  for  when  buying 
them. 

“We  don’t  try  to  recommend  any  particular 
business,”  Plant  said.  The  office  can  tell  the  student  if 
there  were  any  complaints  against  a  business  and  if 
that  was  above  the  average  number  of  complaints.

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla.  (AP)  -  Police  say  they 
are  concerned  that  thieves  who  stole  about  $750,000 
worth  of  Spanish  coins  and  jewelry  from  the  Museum 
of  Sunken  Treasure  will  melt  their  booty  down  to 
disguise  it. 


The  gold  and  silver  artifacts  —  some  considered 
priceless  —  date  back  to  1715  and  were  recovered  by 
divers  from  sunken  Spanish  galleons  off  Florida’s  East 
Coast.  They  were  stolen  early  Monday  from  the 
private  museum  here. 

“The  fear  I  have  is  that  the  thieves  will  try  melting 


down  the  coins  and  gold  jewelry  to  hide  their  tracks,” 
said  Police  Chief  Bob  Tweed. 

Tweed  said  a  few  replicas  of  valuable  artifacts  were 
mixed  in  with  real  treasure  dredged  from  the  sandy 
resting  places  of  ships  driven  ashore  by  hurricanes. 

“Unless  they  know  what  they  have  got,  it  will  take 
some  time  for  them  to  discern  what  are  replicas  and 
what  is  the  real  thing,”  Tweed  said. 

Museum  officials  said  the  value  of  the  haul  could 
only  be  estimated. 

Tweed  said  the  theft  was  discovered  by  an  employe 
reporting  for  work.  Monday  morning.

Yale  professor  told 


NEW  HAVEN,  Conn. 
(AP)  -A  Yale  University 
lecturer,  who  resigned 
after  it  was  revealed  he 
had  worked  for  the  Nazis 
in  World  War  II  Russia, 
was  a  competent  teacher 
who  was  told  there  was 
no  basis  for  firing  him, 
his  former  department 
head  says. 

Vlad  imir  Sokolov-Sa- 
marin,  63,  offered  his 
resignation  July  20  after 
his  activities  werjb 
detailed  in  a  Russian 
journal  and  four 
colleagues  wrote  him ,  a 
letter  expressing  moral 
opposition  to  his  work  in 
a  Soviet  city  occupied  by 
the  German  army.  He 
had-;  taught  Russian 
literature'  at  'Yale  for  1 7 
years.' 

“He  had  a  right  to 
remain  here  and  this 
right  was  conveyed  to 
him,”  Robert  Jackson, 


chairman  of  the 
Department  _  of  Slavic 
Languages  and 
Literature,  said  Monday. 

Sokolov-Samarin  has 
admitted  writing 
anti-Semitic  editiorials  in 
1943  for  “Rech,”  a 
pro-Nazi  newspaper 
published  in  the 
occupied  Soviet  town  of 
Oriol. 

Sokolov-Samarin  told 
the  Yale  Daily  News  that 
“when  pressure  to  resign 
occurs,  there  is  nothing 
to  do  but  resign.  It 
would  have  been 
unpleasant  for  me, 
unpleasant  for  the 
university.

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Aerosol  labeling  advised, 
researcher  praises  move 


PULLMAN,  Wash.  (AP)  -  A  National  Academy  of 
Science  recommendation  for  labeling  of  products 
containing  fluorocarbons  has  drawn  praise  from  a 
Washington  State  University  scientist  who  pioneered 
research  into  the  effects  of  spray  can  aerosols  on  the 
earth’s  ozone  layer. , 

“Any  product  which  a  person  purchases  should  be 
labeled  so  the  person  knows  what  he  is  buying,”  said 
Dr.  Reinhold  Rasmussen,  who  has  used  small  jet 
airplanes  in  his  research  to  measure  fluorocarbon 
levels.  Some  of  his  research  was  paid  for  by  a 
chemical  industry  group. 

Two  academy  panels  which  studied  the  problem 
said  Sept.  1 3  that  products  containing  fluorocarbons 
should  be  immediately  labeled  so  consumers  may 
choose  whether  to  buy  them. 

“I  think  the  academy  is  taking  a  middle  of  the  road 
position,”  Rasmussen  said  Monday. 

Some  scientists  say  fluorocarbons,  used  as 
propellant  in  some  aerosol  sprays,  are  drifting  to  the 
stratosphere’s  highest  levels,  where  the  sun’s  ultraviolet 
rays  turn  them  into  chlorine. ■  


DON'T  SWEAT 
THE  L.S.A.T. 


The  scientists  say  the  chlorine  destroys  the  ozone 
layer,  the  atmospheric  shield  which  protects  living 
things  from  solar  rays. 

Rasmussen  and  other  WSU  scientists  had 
contributed  their  data  to  the  academy  panels. 

Rasmussen  said  he  also  agrees  with  an  agency 
recommendation  to  delay  a  ban  on  fluorocarbons  in 
aerosol  products  until  more  study  is  completed. 

“I  think  their  report  is  to  be  highly  commended  for 
taking  a  very  mature  and  considered  review  of  the 
situation,”  he  said. 

“It  is  important  to  take  the  time  to  study  the 
situation  carefully,  to  document  and  characterize 
exactly  what  chemical  or  physical  events  are 
occurring,”  Rasmussen  said. 

Scientists  now  know  within  5  per  cent  how  much 
fluorocarbon  has  been  produced,  said  Rasmussen. 

About  6.5  to  7  billion  pounds  of  fluorocarbons  and 
related  halocarbons,  which  can  destroy  ozone,  have 
been  manufactured,  and  about  85  per  cent  of  that 
amount  has  been  released  into  the  atmosphere, 
Rasmussen  said. 

Rasmussen  said  it  is  still  hypothetical  to  say  the 
ozone  layer  is  being  destroyed  by  released 
fluorocarbons  and  halocarbons,  but  he  said  the 
assumption  appears  correct.

White  House  fellowships 
offered  for  men,  women 


The  start  of  the  13th  nationwide  search  for  outstanding  young 
men  and  women  to  serve  as  White  House  Fellows  has  been 
announced  by  President  Gerald  R.  Ford. 

Established  in  1964,  the  White  House  Fellowship  program  is 
designed  to  give  rising  leaders  one  year  of  firsthand,  high-level 
experience  with  the  workings  of  the  federal  government  and  to 
increase  their  sense  of  participation  in  national  affairs,  according 
to  Bruce  H.  Hasenkamp,  director  of  the  President’s  Commission 
on  White  House  Fellowships. 

“Each  year  14-19  highly  motivated,  young  Americans  between 
the  ages  of  23  and  35  are  selected  as  White  House  Fellows.  They 
hold  educational  assignments  with  the  vice  president  or  members 
of  the  Cabinet  and  of  the  president’s  principal  staff,”  said 
Hasenkamp. 

The  program  is  open  to  U.S.  citizens  from  all  fields.  Employes 
of  the  Federal  Government  are  not  eligible,  with  the  exception  of 
career  armed  services  personnel,  according  to  Hasenkamp. 

Requests  for  applications  for  next  year’s  program  must  be 
postmarked  not  later  than  Nov.  1,  1976.  Application  forms  and 
additional  information  can  be  obtained  by  sending  a  post  card  to 
the  President’s  Commission  on  White  House  Fellowships, 
Washington  D.C.  20415,  said  Hasenkamp. 


Members  of  the  11th  group  of  White  House  Fellows  are  now 
completing  their  year-long  assignments.  A  12th  group,  the 
1976-77  White  House  Fellows,  will  begin  duties  next  month, 
Hasenkamp  said.. 

In  addition  to  their  educational  assignments,  the  fellows 
participate  in  an  extensive  seminar  program.  This  consists  of  some 
300  off-record  sessions  with  top  government  officials,  scholars, 
journalists  and  leaders  from  the  private  sector.  The  young  men 
and  women  who  have  been  selected  as  White  House  Fello'ws 
include  lawyers,  scientists,  engineers,  corporate  businessmen, 
scholars  and  academic  administrators,  writers  and  journalists, 
medical  doctors,  social  workers,  architects  and  local  public 
officials.  Last  year  2,864  persons  applied  for  the  coveted  honor, 
said  Hasenkamp. 

“The  Fellowship  is  designed  to  be  a  one-year  sabbatical  in 
public  service.  Fellows  are  expected  to  return  to  their 
professional  careers  at  the  end  of  their  experience  in  government, 
with  their  perspectives  of  national  iss'ues  broadened  and  their 
qualifications  for  significant  service  in  their  chosen  careers  and  to 
their  communities  permanently  enriched.” 

Leadership,  intellectual  and  professional  ability,  high 
motivation  and  a  commitment  to  community  and  nation  are 
criteria  employed  in  the  selection  process.

Poll  shows  cost  of  living, 
poverty  worrying  world 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
worldwide  public  opinion  poll  of 
non-Communist  nations  shows  that 
poverty  and  the  high  cost  of  living  are 
considered  the  most  pervasive 
problems,  and  the  notion  that  one  can 
be  poor  but  happy  is  a  myth. 

The  global  survey  revealed  that 
“nearly  half  the  people  of  the  world 
are  engaged  in  an  unending  struggle  for 
survival,”  said  Pollster  Dr.  George 
Gallup,  who  summarized  the  findings 
of  the  16-volume  report  Monday 


before  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
committee. 

Unemployment  ranked  as  the  No.  2 
problem  in  a  2‘A-year  survey 
conducted  by  Gallup  International 
Research  Institutes  and  funded  by  the 
Charles  F.  Kettering  Foundation. 

The  survey  polled  1 0,000  individuals 
in  some  70  nations  comprising  nearly 
two-thirds  of  the  world’s  population. 
Communist  nations  and  others  with 
restrictions  on  public  opinion  surveys 
were  excluded.

Michigan  still  No.  1 


By  THE  ASSOCIATED  PRESS 


Top-ranked  Michigan,  which  led 
'  runner-up  Ohio  State  by  just  one  point 
a  week  ago,  widened  the  margin  in 
Tuesday’s  Associated  Press  college 
football  ratings  following  a  51-0 
slaughter  of  Stanford. 

With  numerous  voters  switching  from 
Ohio  State  to  Michigan,  the  Wolverines 
received  47  first-place  ballots  and 
1,156  of  a  possible  1,200  points  from  a 
nationwide  panel  of  60  sports  writers 
and  broadcasters. 

Meanwhile,  Ohio  State  received  three 
No.  1  votes  and  998  points  for  a  12-7 
triumph  over  Penn  State,  which 
dropped  the  losers  from  seventh  to 
11th. 


Last  week,  Michigan  received  28 
first-place  votes  and  1,077  points  to  18 
and  1,076  for  Ohio  State.

TUCSON,  Ariz.  (AP)  -  If  a  football 
team  that  finished  with  a  9-2  record 
can  be  said  to,  have  had  a  weakness, 
defense  was  the  flaw  in  the  1975 
University  of  Arizona  team.  Tackle  Jon 
Abbott  says  it’ll  be  different  this 
season. 

The  Wildcats,  who  gave  up  an  average 
of  366  total  yards  per  game  to  rank  no 
better  than  fifth  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference,  have  weaved  a 
number  of  variations  into  their 
defensive  pattern  this  fall. 

“Our  philosophy  of  defense  is  to  be 
much  more  aggressive,”  says  Abbott,  a 
6-foot-2,  242-pound  junior  from 
Phoenix. 

“We’ll  be  trying  to  outhit  our 
opponents,  and  won’t  be  doing  as 
much  sitting  back  reacting  to  what  the 


183-pound  Lunsford  “a  good  runner 
who  has  more  speed  than  Hill  and  a 
strong-armed  passer  who  can  throw  the 
bomb.” 

“I’ve  been  looking  forward  to  this 
season  for  two  years,”  says  Lunsford,  a 
native  of  Bloomington,  Ind.  “I  think 
we’ll  have  an  explosive  offense, 
although  we’ll  try  to  maintain  a 
balance  between  running  and  passing.” 

Lunsford  says  the  running  back 
situation  is  of  some  concern  because 
last  year’s  top  two  rushers  dropped  out 


of  the  program.  The  receiving  corps, 
despite  losing  standouts  “T”  Bell  and 
Scott  Piper,  returns  some  fine  talent, 
led  by  senior  Keith  Hartwig. 

Tackle  Bill  Seagl,  a  6-6,  270-pounder, 
and  guard  Greg  Hodgeson,  a  6-6, 
252-pounder,  provide  both  size  and 
strength  in  the  offensive  line.  “It’s  hard 
to  see  over  our  linemen  sometimes,” 
Lunsford  says. 

Arizona  graduated  eight  starters  on 
offense  and  five  on  defense,  but  Young 
apparently  isn’t  worried.

Look  at  the  facts.  Scovil  had  spent  the 
last  six  seasons  as  a  successful  backfield 
coach  with  the  San  Francisco  49ers.  He 
had  proven  himself  as  a  solid  head  coach  in 
the  college  ranks  at  the  University  of 
Pacific,  his  alma  mater. 

He  was  the  quarterback  coach  at  Navy 
when  Roger  Staubach  won  the  Heisman.

The  ex-quarterback-tumed-coach  is  here 
because  he  enjoys  the  collegiate 
atmosphere. 

“I  enjoy  the  association  with  the  boys,” 
Scovil  said.  “College  football  is  really  a  lot 
more  fun.” 

Professional  football  is  too  much  of  a 
business,  the  49-year-old  coach  continued. 

So  last  year  when  he  became 
disenchanted  with  proball,  he  thought 
about  going  into  business.  He  had  a  job 
lined  up,  but  it  wasn’t  the  job  he  wanted. 

It  would  be  two  or  three  years  before  the 
job  he  wanted  would  be  ready,  Scovil  said. 

A  mutual  friend  of  Coach  LaVell 
Edwards  and  Scovil  helped  convince  BYU 
and  Scovil  that  they  should  get  together. 
The  two  coaches  had  only  heard  talk  about 
each  other  when  they  first  began  to 
negotiate. 

But  now  Scovil  is  part  of  the  Y  tradition  , 
and  he  said  he  likes  it  here. 

“1  like  it  even  better  when  we  win,”  he 
emphasized,  with  a  big  grin  stretching 
across  his  face.  “And  we  are  going  to  win.” 


Making  the  adjustment  to  Provo  has  been 
easy  for  Scovil  and  his  wife.  They  like  the 
mountains  and  the  peacefulness.  It  has 
been  a  bit  more  difficult  for  his  two 
children  who  came  here  with  him. 

However,  his  son  Randy  is  adjusting.  He 
is  attending  Provo  High  and  plays 
quarterback  on  the  sophomore  team. 

Scovil’s  daughter  is  also  adapting  to  her 
new  lifestyle,  while  the  oldest  son  is 
attending  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy. 

BYU’s  newest  coach  told  of  an 
adjustment  he  made  last  spring  while 
visiting  in  Provo  in  preparation  for  his 
future  move  here. 

As  is  BYU’s  standard  procedure,  Coach 
Edwards  took  Scovil  to  Salt  Lake  to  meet 
with  a  general  authority  of  the  LDS 
Church.  Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley 
interviewed  him  and  told  him  about  the 
standards  he  was  expected  to  keep. 

Elder  Hinckley  reviewed  with  him  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  and  moral  standards. 
Scovil  agreed  to  meet  these  standards. 

The  next  day  was  Sunday  and  Scovil 
didn’t  have  much  to  do,  so  he  went  to 
organize  a  few  things  in  his  office.  A  little 
later  he  decided  to  play  tennis  and  headed 
over  to  the  courts  with  racket  in  hand. 

To  his  surprise,  not  a  soul  was  on  the 
courts  and  they  were  padlocked.  A  sign 
read,  “No  play  on  Sundays.” 

“Wait  until  I  get  hold  of  Elder 
Hinckley,”  he  said  he  thought  to  himself 
jokingly,  “he  told  me  everything  about 
except  Sundays!” 

He  said  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  ever 
seen  an  empty  tennis  court  on  Sunday. 

But  Scovil  said  he  has  adapted  to  this 
easily  because  he  is  family  oriented  and 
Sunday  has  always  been  a  family  day.

John  W.  Wydler,  R-N.Y.,  told  a  Justice 
Department  official  during  a  hearing  last  Thursday 
that  Kuhn  had  met  with  him  recently  about  the 
baseball  situation  and  “has  asked  my  advice  on 
what  he  might  say  to  the  committee. 

“I  suggested  to  him  I  thought  the  thing  he  could 
say  that  would  make  the  most  favorable  impression 
on  me  would  be  that  he  felt  the  time  has  come  for 
professional  baseball  to  give  up  this  very  special 
kind  of  exemption  it  enjoys  in  the  professional 
sports  world,”  said  Wydler.

presidents  of  that  conference  to  explore  further  the 
pros  and  cons  of  membership  in  the  Pac-8.” 

“I  think  Arizona’s  position  is  clear,”  said  Arizona 
Athletic  Director  Dave  Strack.  “We  would  view  with 
interest  what  they  have  to  say  on  this  issue.  We  have 
an  open  mind,  but  I’d  like  to  hear  more  about  it 
before  I  say  anything  more. 

Fred  Miller,  ASU  athletic  director,  said  the  Tempe 
school  views  the  discussions  with  caution,  but  plans 
to  continue  them. 

“Our  position  has  been  very  cautious,”  said  Miller. 
“We  have  discussed  the  situations  with  the  Pac-8  and 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference.  Our  support  groups 
have  urged  us  to  remain  in  the  WAC.” 

The  Sun  Angel  Foundation  and  the  Sun  Devil  Club 
issued  a  statement  last  week  urging  ASU  to  remain  in 
the  WAC.  But  the  Wildcat  Club  at  the  University  of 
Arizona  voted  299-1  in  favor  of  the  Tucson  school 
switching  to  the  Pac-8  if  so  asked. 


Y  flanker 
honored 
by  WAC 

BYU  wi'de  receiver  John 
VanDerWouden  has  been  named  WAC 
offensive  player  of  the  week. 

The  Salt  Lake  City  speedster  caught 
six  passes  in  Saturday’s  42-18  win  over 
Colorado  State,  four  of  those  for 
touchdowns,  to  set  a  new  WAC  record. 

The  old  record  of  three  TD  passes 
was  held  jointly  by  three  players, 
including  BYU’s  Jay  Miller.  He  caught 
three  touchdown  passes  in  1973  against 
New  Mexico. 

The  record  is  also  a  new  school  and 
stadium  mark. 

VanDerWouden  had  twice  as  much 
pass-catching  yardage  last  year  as  his 
nearest  rival  on  the  BYU  team, 
grabbing  29  passes  for  621  yards  (a 
21.4  average)  and  three  touchdowns. 

A  product  of  Salt  Lake’s  South  High, 
he  earned  1 1  letters  in  four  sports 
there,  while  being  named  all-state  in 
football  and  basketball.

Ford  auto  sales  climb  in  strike 


DETROIT  (AP)  -  The  door 
slamming  and  tire  kicking  is  still  going 
on  at  Ford  Motor  Co.  dealerships 
around  the  country,  despite  the 
weeklong  strike  against  the  car  maker 
by  the  United  Auto  Workers. 

The  walkout  by  the  UAW’s  170,000 
Ford  workers  in  22  states  may  even 
have  boosted  the  number  of  potential 
car  buyers,  according  to  a  nationwide 
check  by  the  Associated  Press. 

“There’s  been  an  increase  in  sales,” 
said  Bill  Pierre  Ford  in  Seattle.  “I 
suppose  people  want  to  get  the  cars 
while  they  can.”  The  strike  also  has 
turned  out  to  be  a  “blessing  in 
disguise”  for  a  car  dealer  in  suburban 
New  York  City. 


“I’m  looking  to  clean  out  my 
inventory  of  1976  models.  I’m  thrilled 
about  it,”  said  Jim  Stamos,  general 
manager  of  Ted’s  Ford  in  Lawrence, 
N.Y. 


On  the  west  side  of  Los  Angeles,  the 
first  two  days  after  the  nationwide 
walkout,  which  began  Sept.  15,  sales 
were  exceptional,  according  to  Jim 
Pezzulo,  sales  manager  at 
Walker-Buerge  Ford. 

“I  guess  people  figured,  ‘The  strike  is 
on  so  we  better  trade  our  old  car  while 
there’s  still  new  ones  around.” 

Most  dealers  agreed,  however,  that 
they  would  begin  to  have  problems  in 


October  if  the  walkout  isn’t  settled  by 
then. 

“If  the  strike  lasts  longer  than  30 
days,  it  will  hurt  us  real  bad,”  said 
Frank  Boggus  of  Boggus  Motor  Co.  in 
the  Rio  Grande  Valley  town  of 
Harlingen,  Texas.  “We’ll  be  out  of 
merchandise.  Our  competitors  will  be 
able  to  take  orders  and  deliver  new  cars 
but  we  won’t.” 

Inventories  are  about  evenly  split 
between  1976  and  1977  models,  the 
dealers  said. 

Ford  had  about  a  65-day  supply  of 
cars,  both  76s  and  77s,  on  hand  at  the 
beginning  of  the  strike.  The  number  of 
new  cars  at  the  dealerships  checked 
ranged  from  a  low  of  55  at  Bogus  to  a 


high  of  nearly  600  at  Koons  Ford  in 
the  Washington  suburb  of  Tysons 
Comer,  Va.,  advertised  as  the  country’s 
largest  Ford  retailer. 

“What  strike?”  said  John  Koons  Jr. 
when  asked  about  the  walkout.  “I 
won’t  let  my  salesmen  mention  it.” 

But  Ford  salesmen  do  have  one 
problem:  Customers  who  want  to  order 
a  car  with  options  not  available  on  the 
lot  may  have  to  wait  until  production 
resumes  after  the  strike.  Some 
customers  who  want  their  new  car  right 
away  have  indicated  to  A1  Newhauser, 
new  car  sales  manager  of  Broadway 
Ford  in  Kansas  City,  that  “they  might 
go  to  another  make  or  get  the  old  car 
fixed.”

“Textbook  prices  are  not  established 
by  the  bookstore,”  said  Dean  Walker, 
bookstore  training  section  manager, 
when  asked  what  accounts  for  the 
expense  of  textbooks  and  the 
sometimes  small  returns  students 
receive  at  book  buy-back. 

“Textbook  prices  are  standard 
through  the  country,”  explained 
Walker.  “The  books  are  pre-priced  by 
the  authors  and  publishers,  and  are  sold 
to  the  bookstore  for  20  per  cent  less 
than  the  price  to  be  paid  by  students.” 

According  to  Walker,  this  20  per  cent _ 
increase  is  not  for  profit,  but  to  pay 
the  bookstore’s  operating  costs.  Since 
current  operating  costs  are  23  per  cent, 
the  remaining  3  per  cent  is  added  to 
other  merchandise. 

At  the  end  of  each  semester  the 
bookstore  conducts  a  used  book 
buy-back  for  the  coming  semester. 
Books  which  instructors  indicate  will 
be  used  next  semester  are  bought  for 
60  per  cent  of  the  current  new  price. 


But,  unfortunately  for  the 
pocketboOks  of  many  students,  many 
instructors  decide  to  use  a  different 
text  for  the  coming  semester. 

“The  professors  want  to  give  the 
students  the  best  they  can,”  said 
Walker.  “When  they  find  a  text  that  is 
more  current  or  better  written  than  the 
text  they  have  been  using,  they  order 
the  new  text  with  the  student’s  best 
interest  in  mind.  The  instructor  may 
not  realize  that  many  other  instructors 
are  also  ordering  new  texts.  Therefore, 
a  student  may  have  five  texts  which, 
since  they  will  not  be  used  next 
semester,  will  sell  for  a  small 
percentage  of  the  new  price. 

According  to  Walker,  there  are  three 
wholesale  book  companies  which  will 
risk  buying  textbooks  that  a  university 
no  longer  wants,  in  hopes  that  another 
university  will  use  the  texts.  Because  of 
the  risk  involved,  these  companies  can 
pay  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  new 
price.  A  text  which  costs  $10  new,  for 
example,  may  have  a  buy-back  price  of 
only  $1.50.

Now  in  their  seventh  year  as  a  music 
entity,  the  Carpenters  have  begun  a 
new  era  with  their  album  “A  Kind  of 
Hush.”  Their  show  expresses  a  change 
of  attitude,  observes  Richard,  the 
musical  genius  of  the  troupe. 

“We  have  a  new  outlook;  there’s  a 
new  feeling  of  happiness  and 
enjoyment.  .  .We’ve  begun  a  new 
Carpenters’  era,”  he  said.  “The  issues 
are  settled  now  and  it’s  become  easier 
to  create  again.” 

An  indication  of  Richard’s  statement 
is  the  Carpenters’  eighth  A&M  album 
which  Richard  produced  with  Karen  as 
associate  producer.  As  on  all  previous 
albums,  Richard  did  all  the 
orchestrations  and  arranging.  He  also 
wrote  three  tunes  with  his  long-time 
partner,  John  Bettis. 

Richard  penned  the  duo’s  hits  “Top 
of  the  World,”  “Goodbye  to  Love,” 
“Yesterday  Once  More,”  and  “Only 
Yesterday.”  He  said  that  “the  new 
tunes  came  easily  like  the  early  hits.  I

‘I  Need  to  Be  in  Love.’” 

Karen,  26  and  Richard,  29,  were 
bom  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  where

In  1963  the  Carpenter  family  moved 
to  Downey,  Calif.,  and  Richard 
continued  his  musical  education  at 
USC  and  Cal  State  at  Long  Beach.  High 
schooler,  Karen,  developed  an  interest 
in  drums,  mastering  the  rudiments  in  a 
few  weeks. 

She  and  Richard  and  a  brass-playing 
friend,  Wes  Jacobs,  formed  the  first  of 
three  Carpenters  aggregations,  a  jazz 
instrumental  trio  that  placed  first  in 
the  Hollywood  Bowl  “Battle  of  the 
Bands.” 

A  year  later  Spectrum  was 
abandoned  in  favor  of  a  duo— Rich3rd 
and  Karen— which  achieved  a  harmonic 
blend  through  overdubbing.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Some  months 
ago  there  was  a  lot  of  politic  talk  about 
reducing  the  role  and  rule  of 
Washington  in  our  lives,  but  neither  of 
the  major  presidential  candidates  seems 
to  have  remembered. 

That  is  the  impression  one  gets  in 
listening  to  the  candidates  discuss  how 
they  will  use  the  powers  of  the  central 
government  to  make  jobs,  lower  prices, 
generate  additional  revenue  and 
produce  abundance. 

The  problem  with  such  promises  is 
that  the  abilities  of  Washington  to 


produce  any  of  these  seems  to  be 
decidedly  limited.  In  contrast,  it  can 
and  often  does,  create  high  taxes  and 
prices  and  borrowing  costs. 

Washington  can  set  the  economic 
tone,  the  mood  of  hope,  resignation  or 
despair.  It  can  generate  the  confidence 
that  people  need  in  order  to  go  out  and 
invest  their  ideas  and  funds.  And  it  can 
through  its  tax  policies  provide  various 
.  financial  spurs. 

But  the  jobs,  the  revenues  and  the 
general  abundance  are  really  the 
product  of  the  people,  and  they  can’t 
be  blamed  if  they  are  irritated  by  the 
egocentric  insinuation  that  the  good 
life  is  a  government  product.
